THE AIM AND USE OF THE A.L.A. BOOKLIST 


The main purpose of the A.L.A. Booklist is to aid public libraries 
in book buying; its secondary aim is to give assistance in cataloging 
and‘classifying to librarians whose training or experience is limited. 

: Selection of books. ‘The selection of titles is based on the 
collaboration of librarians, university professors, public school teach- 
ers, technical and professional students, and other competent judges. 
The needs of the small library of 5000 volumes or less are especially 
kept in mind, but a more extended list is provided for larger libra- 
ries. The list includes only recent and moderate priced books. No 
attempt is made to secure proportion as to subjects covered or classes 
represented. The symbol, +, directly under the author’s name, in- 
dicates that the book is recommended for small libraries, or for first 

yurchase. 

' 2 Cataloging. The author entry of the Library of Congress cards 
is adopted, but not always in the fullest form. Brief titles are used; 
the information in long explanatory titles, if important, is trans- 
ferred to the note. ‘The imprint and collation are both abbreviated, 
and the contents omitted altogether, when the substance can be con- 
densed in the note, or is indicated by subject headings and analyti- 
cals. Size is noted when more than 25 cm. or less than 15 cm. 

When there are both English and American editions of a book 
thee entry agrees with the edition the Library of Congress cata- 
logs, and place and publisher of the other edition, if omitted on the 
card, are noted in brackets. Any other differences in the title-pages 
or contents, are mentioned in the note. Subject headings and ana- 
lyticals indicated are suited to the small library; large libraries will 
find it necessary to analyze more closely in some cases and less in 
others. 

3 Classification. Both the Decimal and the Expansive classifi- 
cation numbers are given, and again the small library only is borne 
inmind. The Decimal notation is usually limited to three figures, 
except in history and travel. The numbers assigned are, so far as 
feasible, consistent with those in the A.L.A. Catalog. Numbers 922 
to 928, inclusive, are ignored, 921 being used for individual biography 
in general. Itis not intended, however, that this number should dis- 
place any symbol already in use. Some libraries use goo and gor, 
respectively, for collective and individual biography and 920 to 929, 
inclusive, for general history instead of goo to 909. This arrange- 
ment brings all the history together and avoids the separation of 
general history from the history of special countries and periods, by 
the intervening numbers for travel and biography, and is recom- 
mended for small libraries about to be organized. Biographies of

rulers are classed with history, with the exception of lives of presi- 
dents of the United States. Lives of painters, musicians, and other 
artists are Classed with their respective arts. Dates of birth and 
death are indicated after the name of the biographer for the benefit 
of librarians following this practice, but their use is not recom 
mended for small libraries with limited service. The combination 
of English and American literature (S10 to 819 and 820 to 829) under 
the numbers for English literature, is recommended for small libra- 
ries, but both numbers will be givenin the Booklist. Children’s 
books are not so closely classified as those for adults. 

The grouping of works on closely related subjects under a single 
number is sometimes suggested, because in a small collection it is 
better to bring books together under the subject more commonly 
sought than to scatter them through several classes. For example, 
a book on diseases of cattle is probably better placed with books 
about the animal in 636.2 than with the veterinary books in 610. 
Attention will be called to specific cases as they arise, and altern- 
atives will be given in cases where either one of two numbers serves 
equally well. The notation for the Expansive Classification is taken 
from the Sixth Classification. 

4 Library of Congress cards. The order number for the Library 
of Congress card is given, followed, after the slant line, by the number 
of cards necessary to catalog the book, including main and title cards, 
subject headings and analyticals ac cording to suggestions given, but 
not joint author, editor, translator, or illustrator. unless important. 
The title card is not included when the first word of a subject heading 
indicated is the same as that of the title. One card must be added 
if desired for the shelf list. When there is an English and an 
American edition of a book the order number is for the edition whose 
imprint is not enclosed in brackets. 

5- Prices. The price of net books marked ** are subject, under 
the rules of the American Publishers’ Association, to not more than 
10% discount to libraries within a year after the date of public ation. 
After the year has elapsed, discounts may be increased to 20% or 
more. Prices of fiction published under the rules are preceded by i i 
and are subject to a discount not greater than 334% until after the 
expiration of a year. Prices of net books not covered by the rules 
are marked * and are charged at a small discount, usually 10° 
English prices are given when there is an English edition. 

Small libraries are cautioned not to spend too large a sum for new 
publications, but to select carefully such as will fairly meet the 
demand for popular new books, reserving a due proportion of the 
book money for strengthening the departments most used in the 
community by the addition of older books of proved value. Th 
A.L.A. Catalog is the most valuable guide for this purpose and 
is indispensable to the small library. 

Many more books are examined than appear in the lists. Records 
of these, with objections made to their inclusion, are kept. Infor- 
mation concerning such books will be furnished by the editor, on 
request.

REFERENCE BOOKS OF 1907. 


Being the fifth supplement to the A.L.A. Guide to Reference Books, 
BY ALICE B. KROEGER, Drexel Institute Library School. 


“Pitman’s Where to look, an easy guide to books of reference” 
(Lond. Pitman, 1907. 1s. n) is an index to the contents of the British 
annual books of reference. A list of works of reference in the front 
includes British year-books, annuals and similar periodical publi- 
cations. Books like “Hazell’s annual,” ‘Whitaker’s almanack,” 
the ‘‘Statesman’s year-book,”’ etc. are among those indexed. 


RELIGION 


The first volume of Hasting’s “Dictionary of Christ and the 
gospels,” (N. Y. Scribner, 1906, $6) in a way supplements the com- 
piler’s “Dictionary of the Bible.” It is to be completed in two 
volumes and aims to give an account of everything that relates to 
Christ. 

Julian’s “Dictionary of hymnology” is issued in a revised edition 
with a new supplement (Lond. Murray, 1907, 21s.) Hymns not 
included in the first edition are collected in the supplement. 

The most important religious reference book of the year is “The 
Catholic encyclopedia” (N.Y. Robert Appleton, 1907. $90) of 
which the first and second volumes have appeared. The work when 
completed will be in 15 volumes. It is an “international work of 
reference on the constitution, doctrines, discipline and history of the 
Catholic Church.” There are very good illustrations, portraits, 
plates, maps, etc. The articles which are signed are very fair, and 
there are bibliographic references to recent literature, Protestant as 
well as Catholic. “It differs from the general encyclodedia in 
omitting facts and information which have no relation to the Church. 
On the other hand, it is not exclusively a Church encyclopedia, nor 
is it limited to the ecclesiastical sciences and the doings of church- 
men.” Preface. 


SOCIAL SCIENCES 


Gannett’s “Statistical abstract of the world” (N. Y. Wiley, 1907. 
75 cents) is a small volume giving brief statistics of the agriculture, 
mining, manufactures, commerce, transportation, etc. of all countries. 

Montgomery and Cambray’s “Dictionary of political phrases and 
allusions” (Lond. Sonnenschein, N.Y. Dutton, 1906. 7s.6d. $2.) is 
limited almost exclusively to English terms, although there are some 
foreign and American terms. ‘The articles are brief. 

Rollins’ “‘“Money and Investments” (Bost. Estes, Lond. Gay and 
Bird, 1907. $2) is “‘a reference book for the use of those desiring 
information in the handling of money or the investment thereof.” 
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It explains in easy language the most commonly used terms and 
expressions and is alphabetically arranged. 

‘The Index by authors, titles and subjects to the publications of 
the National educational association for its first fifty years, 1857 to 
1906” (Winona, Minn. the National educational association, 1907. 
$1) is a valuable aid in looking up educational subjects. 


COMMERCE 


Bartholomew’s “Atlas of the world’s commerce”? (Lond. Newnes, 
1907. $8) consists of maps, descriptive text and diagrams which 
show products, imports, exports, commercial conditions and economic 
statistics of the countries of the world. An alphabetical list covering 
the description and geographical distribution of the principal com- 
modities of commerce is included. 


SCIENCE 


“Van Nostrand’s chemical annual, 1907” (N. Y. Van Nostrand, 
1907. $2.50) gives useful information for the chemist. 

“Henley’s twentieth century book of recipes, formulas, and 
processes” (N. Y. Henley, 1907. $3) is compiled by G. D. Hiscox, 
and contains about 10,000 recipes, formulas, etc. 


ENGINEERING 


Of “Henley’s encyclopedia of practical engineering and allied 
trades” (N. Y. Henley, 1906, complete set $25) the first and second 
volumes have been published. ‘The work is English and is the most 
recent cyclopedia of engineering. 

The “Engineering index annual for 1906” (N. Y. Engineering 
magazine, 1907. $2) is the first annual volume of this useful 
reference work. It is compiled from the monthly indexes in the 
Enginéering magazine. The arrangement is not alphabetical, but 
the book is divided into such groups as civil engineering, electrical 
engineering, industrial economy, marine and naval engineering, etc. 


AGRICULTURE 


The first two volumes of Bailey’s “Cyclopedia of American 
agriculture” (N. Y. Macmillan, 1907. $5 ea.) have been published. 
It is an important reference book to be completed in four volumes. 
The work is not alphabetically arranged. Each volume deals with 
a special phase of the subject. Volume one treats of farms, volume 
two of crops. A valuable addition to all reference departments. 
See also notes in A.L.A. Booklist, 3: 117, 219. 


FINE ARTS 


Mach’s “Outlines of the history of painting from 1200-1900 A.D.” 
(Bost. Ginn, 1906. $1.80) is valuable to the reference librarian for 
its tables, list of artists and pronouncing vocabulary, brief account of 
the history of painting, art map of Europe and key, list of great 
painters of all countries, and maps of each country. 
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LITERATURE 


Allusions. Johnson’s “Phrases and names, their origins and 
meanings” (Lond. Laurie, Phil. Lippincott, 1907. $1.50) is a 
rather unimportant addition to this useful class of books. It gives 
very brief accounts of the origin and meaning of common phrases and 
names. 

Quotations. Benham’s “Book of quotations, proverbs and house- 
hold words” (Phil. Lippincott, Lond. Cassell, 1907. $3. ros. 6d.) 
is a useful work of reference to add to Bartlett’s and Ward’s books of 
quotations. It consists of a collection of quotations from British 
and American authors arranged by authors alphabetically, quotations 
from the Bible and Book of Common Prayer, miscellaneous quo- 
tations, and familiar phrases and sayings from all sources ancient and 
modern. A full verbal index adds to its usefulness. 

Harbottle’s ‘‘ Dictionary of quotations (Spanish)’’ (Lond. Sonnen- 
schein, N. Y. Macmillan, 1907. 7s. 6d.) is alphabetically arranged 
under first words with subject and author index. Translations of the 
quotations are given. 

““Stokes’ encyclopedia of familiar quotations” is compiled by 
E. E. Treffry (N.Y. Stokes, 1906. $2.25). The arrangement is 
alphabetical by subjects, and it has an index to authors. There is 
also a very full index of important words. The quotations are 
chiefly English and American. 

Hazlitt’s ‘English proverbs and proverbial phrases” (N. Y. 
Scribner, Lond. Reeves, 1907. $2.50) is alphabetically arranged and 
is annotated. 

Author dictionaries. Lockwood’s “Lexicon to the English 
poetical works of John Milton” (N.Y. Macmillan, 1907. $. 
gives the meaning of the words in the poetry of Milton and is of 
value to the student of the poet’s works. 

Redfern’s “The wisdom of Sir Walter” (Lond. Black, 1907. $2) 
embraces extracts from the Waverley novels and Lockhart’s “Life 
of Sir Walter Scott.”” The extracts are arranged alphabetically under 
such headings as art, authors, character, etc. 

Fiction. Baker’s “History in fiction” (Lond. Routledge, N. Y. 
Dutton, 1907. 2 v. $1.50) is a useful addition to the guides to histori- 
cal fiction. Volume one deals with English fiction, volume two with 
American and foreign fiction. 


BIOGRAPHY 


Moulton’s “The doctor’s who’s who” (N. Y. Saalfield publishing 
co. 1906. $2.50) is a biographical dictionary of living practitioners 
in all parts of the world. 

Herringshaw’s “American statesmen and public official year-book, 
1906” (Chic. American publisher’s association, 1906. $5) includes 
United States, state, county and city officials. 
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HISTORY 


The first volume of Hodge’s “Hand-book of American Indians, 
rth of Mexico” (Wash. Government printing office, 1907) is 
iblished as Bulletin 30 of the Smithsonian institution’s Bureau of 
\merican ethnology. “It contains a descriptive list of the stocks, 
mfederacies, tribes, tribal divisions and settlements, north of Mexico, 
ompanied with the various names by which these have been known, 
ogether with biographies of Indians of note, sketches of their history, 
cheology, manners, arts, customs and institutions, and the aboriginal 
ords incorporated in the English language.” Preface. The articles 
are alphabetically arranged and are accompanied by lists of references. 
Putnam’s “Tabular views of universal history” (N. Y. Putnam, 
)07. $2.50) is brought down to date and revised by L. E. Jones and 
Simeon Strunsky. The tables show in parallel columns the impor- 
tant events in the world’s history down to 1907. 
llagg’s “Guide to Massachusetts local history” (Salem, Mass. 
Salem press co. 1907. $6) is a bibliographic index to the literature 
of the towns, cities and counties of the state, including books, pam- 
ilets, articles in periodicals and collected works, books in prepara- 
tion, historical manuscripts, newspaper clippings, etc.” 


PERIODICAL INDEXES, LISTS, etc. 


The Bulletin of bibliography (Bost. Boston book co. 1907. $1 per 
ear) began the publication of a ‘Magazine subject index” in the

DOCUMENTS 


_ United States. The U.S. Department of Agriculture Library has 
issued ‘Supplement No. 1 (1g01-05) to Catalogue of the periodicals 
and other serial publications exclusive of U. S. Government publica- 
tions in the Library of the U. S. Department of Agriculture” (Wash. 
Government printing office, 1907). 

State. Hasse’s “Index of economic material in documents of the 
states of the United States, prepared for the Department of economics 
and sociology of the Carnegie institution of Washington” (Wash. Carn- 
egic Institution, 1907. Parts 1-3, socents ea. pap.) is the beginning of 
one of the most important bibliographic enterprises of recent years. 
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The first three parts cover the documents of Maine, New Hampshire 
and Vermont. Each part is divided into “general sources of infor- 
mation and descriptive material and “topical analysis.” ‘This 
index undertakes to deal only with the printed reports of adminis- 
trative offices, legislative committees, and special commissions of the 
states, and with governors’ messages for the period since 1789.” 


BIBLIOGRAPHY, AMERICAN 


Volume 4 of Evans’ “American bibliography” (Chic. the Author, 
1907. $15.) covers the years from 1765 to 1773 inclusive. 

Of Bradford’s “The bibliographer’s manual of American history” 
(Phil. Henkels, 1907. $3.50 per vol.) volume one has been published 
(A-E). The work contains an account of state, territory, town and 
county histories relating to the United States. ‘Titles are givenin full 
with bibliographic notes and the prices at which the books have 
been sold for the past forty years. There is an index by titles and an 
index by states. 


GERMAN 


A German work giving the prices at which books have been sold at 
auction is entitled “ Jahrbuch der biicherpreise” (Lpz. Harrassowitz, 
1907) the first volume of which is for 1906. 


CHILDREN’S READING 


Field’s ‘‘ Fingerposts to children’s reading” (Chic. McClurg, 1907. 
$r) contains chapters on various phases of children’s reading and a 
list of books for school and Sunday-school libraries. The list of 50 
pages is classified and graded. 

Moses’s ‘Children’s books and reading” (N. Y. Kennerley, 1907. 
$1.50) is a work covering some of the same field but giving more 
attention to the history of children’s literature. The list of recom- 
mended books covers 67 pages. 

Salisbury and Beckwith’s “Index to short stories; an aid to the 
teacher of children” (Chic. Row, Peterson and co., 1907. 75 cents) is 
alphabetically arranged under subjects of the stories. There is at 
the end a price list of the books indexed. 


LIBRARY CATALOGS 


The “Subject index of the modern works added to the Library of 
the British museum in the years 1901-1905” (Lond. 1906. $16) 
is the latest volume of this useful catalog. 

The Carnegie library of Pittsburgh’s “Classified catalogue, 1895- 
1902” (Pittsburgh, Carnegie library, 1907. 3 v.) is one of the most 
important library catalogs published in recent years. It is classified 
according to the Decimal classification with author and subject 
indexes. The annotations are an important feature of this catalog.
